on Extradition The RepubJu; of India and The RepubJie of Belarus 

G.S*R. 6a3(E).—Whei^aft the Extradition Treaty between the Republic of India and the Republic of 
Belarus was signed atNew Delhi on 16th April, 2007; and the exchange of the [nstrumcnt of Ratification of the 
Treaty took place at Minsk on 17th April, 2008 and has entered into force from 17th April, 2008 in terms of 
ArticJe 21, and which Treaty provides as fol lows; 


The Republic of India and the Republic of Belarus, hereinafter referred to as 
the Tarties’; 

Desirous of making more effective the corporation of the two countries in the 
suppression of crime by making further provision for the reciprocal extradition 
offenders; 

Recognising that concrete steps are necessary to combat crime including 
terrorism; 

Have agreed as follows: 


Article 1 

Duty to Extradite 

The Parties agree to extradite to each other, pursuant to the provisions of this 
Treaty, any person, who is accused or charged with or convicted of any extraditable 
offence, by the competent authorities of the Requesting Party, whether such offence 
was committed before or after the entry into force of this Treaty, as well as if it is 
committed in a third State by a national of the Requesting Party and the Requesting 
Party bases its jurisdiction on the nationality of the offender. 


Article 2 

Competent Authority 

The competent authority for the Republic of India shall be the Ministry of 
External Affairs and for the Republic of Belarus shall be the Prosecutor*s Office*

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Article 3 

Extradition Offences 

. I An extradition offence for the purposes of this Trea^ is constituted by 
^ conduct^ which under the' laws of each Party is punishabie by a term of 
imprisonment for a period of at least one year. 

2. A person \^o has been convicted of an extradition offence may be 
extradited if he was sentenced to imprisonment or other form of detention 
for a period of six months or more. 

3. An offence may be an extradition offence notwithstanding that it 
relates to taxation or revenue or is one of a purely fiscal character. 


Article 4 

Composite Offences 

Extradition shall be available in accordance with this Trea^ for an 
extradition offence, notwithstanding that the conduct of the person sought 
occurred wholly or in part in the Requested Party, if this conduct and its 
effects, or its intended effects, taken as whole, would be regarded as 
constituting the commission of an extradition offence under the laws of both 
the Contracting Parties. 


Article 5 

Th9Political Offence Exception 

L. Extradition may be refused if the offence of which It is requested is an 
o£E^e of a political character. 

2. For the purpose of this Treaty the following offences shall not be 
regarded as offences of a political character: 

(a) offences provided under international treaties/conventions to which 
both countries are parties; 

(b) murder.

(c) manslaughter or culpable homicide; 

fdl assault occasioning actual bodily harm, or causing injury, 
maliciously wounding or intlicung grievous bodily harm whether 
by means of a weapon, a dangerous substance or otherwise; 

(e) the causing of an explosion likely to endanger life or cause serious 
damage to property; 

(f) the making or possession of an explosive substance by a person 
who intends either himself or through another person to endanger 
life or cause serious damage to property; 

(g) the possession of a firearm or ammunition by a person who intends 
either himself or through another persons to endanger life; 

(h) die use of a fireann by a person with intent to resist or prevent the 
arrest or detention of himself or another person; 

(i) damaging property whether u„cd for public utilities or otherwise 
witli intent to endanger life or with reckless disregard as to whether 
the life of another would thereby be endangered; 

(j) kidnapping, abduction, felse imprisonment or unlawful detention, 
including the taking of a hostage; 

(k) incitement to murder; 

(l) any other offence related to terrorism which at the time of the 
request is, under the law of the Requested Party, not to be regarded 
as an offence of a political character; 

(m) an attempt or conspiracy to commit any of the foregoing offences or 
participation as an accomplice of a person who commits or attempts 
to commit such an offence-

Grounds for Refusal of Extradition 
« 

1. A person may not be extradited if; 

(a) he is a nattonal/citizen of the Requested Parfy; 

(b) according to the legislation of the Requested Party, the person 
sought to be extradited has become immune from the criminal 
prosecution or carrying out of a sentence by reason of lapse of 
time; 

(c) the accusation against him not having been made in good faith m 
the interests of justice; 

(d) the offence of which he is accused or convicted is a militaiy 
offence which is not also an offence under the general criminal 
law; 

(e) the grant of extradition is contrary to the laws of the Requested 
Party. 

2* A person may not be extradited if he would, if proceeded against in 
the teiritoiy of the Requested Party for the offence for which his extradition 
is request^, be entitled to be discharged under any mle of law of the 
Requested Party relating to previous acquittal or conviction. 

3. The request for extradition may be refused by the Requested Party if 
the person whose extradition is sought may be tried fbr the extradition 
ofKnce in the courts of the Requested Party. 

Article 7 

Obligation to prosecute 

1. Where the Requested Party refuses a request for extraditipn for the 
reason set out in paragraph 3 of Article 6 of this IVeaty, it shall submit the 
case to its competent authorities for prosecution. 

2. If the competent authorities decide not to prosecute in such a case, the 
request for extradition shall be reconsidered in accordance with this Treaty.

Article 9 

Postponemcni of cxtnidition and temporary extradition 

1. If the pet'son sought to be extradited is bemg prosecuted or serving his 
sentence for another offence in the territory of the Requested Party, the 
extradition may be postponed till the corRpletJon of proceedings, completion 
of sentence or hrs release, which shall be ^vised to the Requesting Party.

ARTICLE 21 

Ratification and Termination 

L This Trea^ shall be subject to ratification and shall enter into force on the 
date of the exchange of instruments of ratification. 

2. Either Party may terminate this Treaty at any time by given a witten notice 
to the other Party through the diplomatic channel of its intention to terminate the 
Treaty and the same shall cease to have efibet six months after the receipt of the 
notice by the other Party. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the undersigned being duly authorized, have 
signed this Treaty. 

Done at New Delhi on the 16*^ day of April 2007, in two originals, each In Hindi, 
Russian and English, all languages being equally authentic. In case of any divergence 
of interpretation, the English text shall prevail. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 1 of the Section 
3 of the Extradition Act, 1962 (34 of 1962), the Central Government hereby directs 
that the provisions of the said Act, other than Chapter III, shall apply to the Republic 
of Belarus from the dated of the publication of this notification.
